AT EDMONTON 


By Zoe Pauline Trotter 

Assembled in thelr twenty first an- 
nual convention in Edmonton last 
week the United Farmers of Alberta 
looked back over twenty years of or- 
ganization and progress, and found 
they had accomp] shed much. 

Politically organ.zed they had elect. 
ed the government of the province, 
and did not hesitate to call the cabinet 
ministers before them to inquire re 
garding every phase of administration 
in the province, Several progressive 
members of the federal parliament 
were present at the convention ana 
explained the history, purpose and 
import of existing laws, express ng 
themselves as ready to receive instruc 
tions from the convention, 

Reports of the various co operative 
marketing pools and an address by 
M. A, Larson, manager of the Aiberta 
Dairy Pool, told the organized farmers 
what they had brought about economic 
ally. 

So strongly did the convention feel 
this power and strength of their own 
wheat pool that without hesitation 
they passed a resolution demanding 
the wholesale dismissal of the present 
board of Canada Grain Commissioners 
and amendments to the grain act pro- 
viding for appointment in their place 
of a board of five commissioners, one 
of whom must reside in Alberta and 
one jn Saskatchewan. Through a sub 
amendment demanding further that 
three of the proposed commission o! 
five be elected by the three respective 
wheat pools of Alberta, Sas 
wan and Manitoba, and the 
nominated by the unorganized farmer, 
thus placing a majority of the board 
under control of direct representatives 
of the western wheat pools, was re- 
moved from the original resolution 
upon sober consideration, the resolu- 
tion in its final form presented some- 
what drastic demands, 

Yet with all this sense of their or 
ganized power, the 513 delegates in 
attendance at the U.F.A. and U.F.W. 
A, conventions gave serious considera. 
tion to the lack of increased member- 
shiv in the main. organization,. the 
women's locals being able to report a 
substantial increase, President H. W. 
Wood, devoted the whole of his presi- 
dential address to this subject, diag: 
nosing the lack of more enthusff8tic 
membership growth in the T.F.A. as 
due to the fact that while the objec- 
tives of the United Farmers were 
general and idealistic, the aimg of the 
various co-operative pools were con- 
crete and definite and that in lend 
ing enthusiastic support to these 
material objectives, certain farmers 
had lost sight of the personal respon 
sibility the movement as a 
whole.

Mr, Henwood pointed out the in 
equality of trade with the United 
States and the necessity of adjusting 
ii, During the twelve months ending 
with October Canada spent $806 000,001 
with the United States and in returt 
sold commodities to the value o 
$513,000,000, leaving unfavorable 
balance of $293.000,000, which had tc 
the surplus of trade 
with the United Kingdom and othe: 
countries. “The United States”, he 
said, “sell more goods to Canada each 
year than any other country in the 
world, ‘but, unfortunately, with twelve 
times the buying power on the baSis 
of population, they bought $293,000,00¢ 
less of our goods last year than we 
bought from them, It is natural that 
these two countries adjoining each 
other across a continent should trade 
together, but ig not good business for 
us that we should have to take from 
our favorable balances of trade with 
other countries to pay for excess pur- 
chases of American goods.’ 

If this statement is repeated often 
enough by authoritative business men 
the United States may conclude that 
something has to be done to make up 
the difference. At present, however, 
there ig no indication that a fairer ex 
change of commodities is considered. 
Canada’s logical and patriotic course 
is to take Mr. Henwood’s advice and 
to increase purchases from the United 
Kingdom, for, as he says, “we take 
some pride in tie fact that we are a 
part of the Briffsh Empire; they are 
our people, our destinies are bound up 
together.” From the business side as 
well as the sentimental side it is the 
duty of the Dominions to follow this 
policy, The earnestness of Mr, Hen- 
wood led him to call upon the Depart. 
ment of Trade and Commerce, the 
Tariff Commission, the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, and exporters 
and importers generally, to give con-
